Dedication of the New Temple. 


Description of the Hdidice. 


According to previous notice, the New 
Jerusslem Temple, situated on Adama street, 
Michigan avenuc, was dedicated yester- 
day morning. The services were conducted 
by the pastor, Rev. J. R. Hibbard, assisted by 
Rev. Chauncey Giles, of Cincipaati. 

This society was organized in February, 
184s, eloce which time it has worshipped at 
the eburch on Harrison street, near State. 
Under the pastoral charge of the Rey. Mr. 
Hibbard, the society has been greatly pros 
pered, and now embraces about 150 adalt 
members, and the Sabbath School has au 
average attendance of some fifty pupils. 

-The new Temple is Norman Gothic in 
style—the outer surface of rock-faced stone, 
the two columms tnd corners upon the froat 
elevation being surmounted by cut-stone tar- 
rete. Above the front door isa tablet beariag 
the name ol “ The Chicago Society of the New 
Jerusalem."’ Over this and surmounting the 
front window, le a tabict bearing an Inecrip- 
tion of an ope» Bible—the iliuminated W ord— 
with appropriate passages from the Old and 
New ‘lestaments, engraved upea the open 
paget, in Greek and Hebrew, the whole eur- 
mounted by the Latin inscription-—" Verdbum 
Dominie manet in Eternum,”’ (The Word of 
the Lord epdureth forever. ) 

The Temple is about sixty feet hig, afty 
feet width and seventy-eix tn depth, sastan- 
tially balit of stone, aod covered with slate. 

The audience chamber is flaished in the 
same style of architecture—the windows and 
coors beirg eurmounted by arcies and centre 
arches. Toe altar aod Tabersacle are of solid 
mwabogany, the seats, doors aad other wood- 
work oak-ygreined. At theside of the chancel 
is a recess for the organ, faced by an ornamen- 
mental ecreen, consi>ting of a combination of 
columns, arches and uatre-foils, the whole 
surmounted by am o« urch, terminating ina 
carved finicl. A simi'ar space oa the oppo- 
site side of the chascel is oceupied by 
the robing-room, with a correspoodiog 
finish. A new organ costing ssout $2,000 
will be procured at an early day. The seats 
are roomy and con furtable, the entire churen 
peat'y carpeted and upholstered.
